Pool Committee will be reviewing ail 
questions which might appear in the future 
Rovice and Tech exams. The new No-Code 
Tech license has proven to be very popular 
and has created a great increase in the 
number of Hams. The FCC intended to 
_sbolish the Novice class license but the 
Ham community objected so strongly that it 
was retained. However, this made demands 
on the Fool Committee who now has to 
consider an extra pool of questions. 
Another change proposed is to discontinue 
Novice testing by other than regular YE 
testing teams. This proposal has come 
about because of testing irregularities by 
Hams helping their friends! Present plans 
are for these changes to take place in 
Janvary of 1993.

RELAX THE “NO BUSINESS” RULE? 
The ARRL has proposed to the FCC a 
restatement of 97.113 which is the "no 
business” rule. The proposal is based on 4 
principles: 
1. Communications for compensation will 
continue to be prohibited. 
2. Communications for your employer 
also prohibited, 
3. Communications where you have a 
monetary interest prohibited. 
4. Can not vse your amateur station as 


a substitute for other licensed services, 


So what is different? Mainly the 
interpretation of the existing rules. You 
could provide assistance for non-profit 
groups so long as you are not employed by 
them. Other possibilities are: 

1. You could conmluct radio club 
business over the air, 

2. You could sell or 
equipment to hams if you were not in the 


trade amateur 


business of selling these items, 

3. You could vse the auto patch to 
call a tow truck or make a doctors 
appointment so long as you are not 
intending to help their business in any 
way. 

4. You could re-transmit NOAA or WT 
which today is illegal. 

5S. ¥ou could provide support for a 
parade, a race, a marathon etc. so long as 
no profit is involved, Hams have been 
asking for a relaxation of the “no 
business” rule for years. Now it seems to 
be a possibility! The FCc has assigned the 
rulemaking number of RYM-7895. It could use 


our support!
